Cakes  Galore 


Pouring  into  the  auditorium  by 
the  dozens,  students  brought 
eakes,  cakes  and  more  cakes!

Both  the  Concert  Choir 
and  the  Chorale  had  an 
extremely  successful 
year.

This  year  Amherst  stu- 
dents were  hosts  to 
students  from  Spain, 
and  were  themselves  guests  in 
Russia  and  Germany.  On  Feb- 
ruary 8,  nine  students,  along 
with  club  advisor,  Jude 
Wobst,  left  Amherst  for  Pe- 
trozavodsk, Russia  for  a one 
month  stay.  The  group  visited 
both  Moscow  and  St.  Peters- 
burg for  a day,  but  spent  the 
majority  of  their  time  in 
school  # 1 7 in  their  partnership 
city. 

From  April  13  to  May  4,

The  1995  Boys'  Soccer  season  was  one  that 
will  be  remembered.  We  qualified  for  the 
Western  Mass,  playoffs  for  the  first  time  in 
15  years  with  a record  of  9-8-3.

Finally,  after  six  more  players  from 
each  team  were  chosen  for  sudden  death  shoot-outs, 
Ludlow  won  the  game.  Ludlow  went  on  to  win  the 
Division  I state  championship.  Despite  the  loss,  we
